Cameron testified, ‘‘ and there Martin said 
that there was a combine of a majority of 
the members of both branches of the councils, 
that unless the railroad company ‘ showed 
them’ the ordinance would be killed. He 
later gave me lists of the councilmen. 


First Demand Is $60,000. 
** Milholland told me $60,008 was needed to 
put the ordinance through. On June 26, just 
a few hours before the corporations commit- 
tee met to consider the ordinance, Milholland, 
Martin, and myself met. I placed a check for 
$60,000 in an envelope and placed it ina safety 
deposit vault. Milholland later removed the 
check without letting Martin know about it. 
‘*A few days later Martin insisted on get- 
ting a $60,000. certified check, saying the 
other members of the combine would not 
take any chances on not getting the money. 
I ‘had no intention of giving the councilmen 
acent. To fool them further I placed a certi- 
fied check for $60,000 in an envelope in the 
presence of Martin. Then I switched the en- 
velopes on the way to the safety deposit 
vaults. Martin later broke into the box, and, 
finding only an empty envelope, declared that 
I would have to put up the cash next time, 
and that it would cost me $10,000 more for 
getting ‘ fresh.’ 


His Pocket Was Picked. 

*T arranged with C. R. Richardson to get 
$70,000 in cash, for use of which I was to give 
him $50,000 worth of stock in the railroad 
company. On Nov. 20 the money was counted 
over to me in my office by Richardson in the 
presence of Martin. I put the money in an 
envelope, which I placed in my coat pocket. 
We started for our safety deposit box in the 
Union Trust company building. On the way 
no person was near me except Martin. When 
we reached the vaults I found that the money 
was missing. Martin refused to permit him- 
self to be searched. Twice he refused to let 
detectives search his pockets. 

‘The next day the envelope containing 
$65,000 of the money was sent to my father 
at the Hotel Antlers. The missing $5,000 has 
never been located. I made good this amount 
with Richardson myself.’’

ROCK PILE TO STOP GRIME 


AMENDMENT OF VAGRANCY LAW 
WILL BE INSISTED UPON. 


Chief Shippy and Judge Olson Will 
Ask Legislators to Pass Bill Which 
Will AHow Criminals, Even Though 
They Have Money, to Be Sent to 
the Bridewell and Pat at Hard La- 
bor——Plan Will Make Crooks and 
Hobos Wary. 


Confidence men, pickpockets, and other 
crooks, who heretofore have managed to 
escape punishment by paying fines, will be 
required to work on a municipal stone pile 
under the new vagrancy bill, if it is enacted 
by the present legislature. 

Chief Shfippy and Chief Justice Harry Olson 
of the Municipal court agreed yesterday that 
the most effective way of ridding Chicago 
of criminals who care nothing for fines of 
from $50 to $100 for each offense is to put 
them to work. 

The stone pile will be located at the west 
end of the grounds of the houseof correction, 
and will be operated In conjunction with the 
quarry at that institution. 

The proposed new vagrancy law provides 
that judges of the Municipal court, instead of 
fining the crooks, may send them to the bride- 
well for ten, fifteen, or thirty days, andthe 
new superintendent, John L. Whitman, will 
put them to work breaking stone. 

Chief Shippy said it would do more to keep 
criminals away from Chicago than anything 
else that’ could be devised. He will go to 
Springfield with Mayor Busse today in the 
interest of the new vagrancy act. 


Plan Approved by Olson. 

“The only way to get rid of confidence 
men, well known thieves, pickpockets, and 
crooks in general,’ said Justice Olson, “is 
to put them to work. These criminals nearly 
alwaye pull out a roll of bills and smilingly 
pay their fines. It means nothing to them. 
It simply results in redoubled efforts on their 
part to-make up the sum that has been ex- 
tracted from them by the city. 

‘But take one of them out to the bride- 
well, lock up his ddamond pins, take off his 
loud striped vest, and put him to work 
breaking stone, and you eternally disgrace 
him. The one thing he will not stand is work 
in some menial capacity. The result will be 
that he will give Chicago a wide berth in the 
future.”’ 

Chief Shippy expects the new law to be of 
great benefit In ridding Chicago of criminals. 

“TI would make no exception In the case of 
any vagrants,” said he. ‘‘ The lodging house 
class on the west side and in the First ward 
would be aided materially if they had a little 
work to do occasionally. It would teach 
them habits of industry and would be good 
for them physically. 


Reform Method Is Suggested. 

A little while after Chief Shippy had ex- 
pressed his opinion about the stone pile he 
was visited by Dr. Ben L. Reitman, 92 State 
street, president of the local branch of the 
Brotherhood Welfare association, and by 
Emery Lyons, superintendent of the Henry 
Howard association. Dr. Reitman and Mr. 
Lyons wanted the chief to have inserted in 
the vagrancy bill what they referred to aga 
“humane clause.”

DUNNE’S BUSH JOB 
ON $40,000 FUND. 


By Deft Work I. M. 0. Crowd 
Cleaned Up Year’s Reserve 
in Three Months.

Other Departments than Corpo- 
ration Counsel’s Now to 
Be Scrutinized. 


The deft manner in which ex-Mayor 
Dunne’s political favorites “cleaned up” 
the entire contingent appropriation of the 
law department for the current year in the 
few weeks before being separated from the 
soft snap came to light yesterday. 

The whole fund of $40,000, appropriated for 
expenses outside of the regular pay roll and 
intended to last during the whole of 1907, was 
eaten up by the brigade of I. M. O. and other 
Dunne patriots, and they would have got 
away with $6,000 more if the cash had been 
available. 

It appears that during the two weeks that 
elapsed between election day and the in- 
stallaffon of the republican administration 
there was a free for all scramble on the part 
of the Dunne crowd to get their claims 
against the law department paid by special 
vouchers. The voucher clerk worked over- 
time, but unfortunates whose claims aggre- 
gated $6,000 failed to get under the wire be- 
fore the $40,000 was exhausted. 


Other Funds to Be Investigated. 

Whether the funds of other departments 
suffered in this manner during the last days 
of the Dunne administration is to be made 
the subject of inquiry. Mayor Busse called 
on Controller Wilson during the day for a 
balance sheet showing the condition of all 
funds onthe day he assumed office. The re- 
port will be submitted to the city council's 
finance committee. 

Of the $40,000 allowed for special expenses 
in the law department, $28,252 was paid out 
in fees to attorneys outalde the regular staff. 
This practice of retaining outside lawyers to 
handle cases that ought to be handled by 
the regular staff hae been abolished by Cor- 
poration Counsel Brundage. Other items 
were:

It was the liveliest short meeting the com- 
mittee ever knew.

The Dunne-Hearst 
faction was put to rout, and after it was over 
Chatrman O’Connell wondered why he had 
called the gathering anyhow. 

As fr tly advertised, it was for the 
purpose of disciplining these members of the 
party who, Mr. O’Connell thought, had been 
“ traitors“. to Dunme at the election. At 


William ‘Loeffler, John Brennan, Michael 
Kenna, and John Powers were to be thrown 
out. Then he modified this by naming only 
James A. Quinn, George BD. Brennan, ex-Ald. 
Ehemann, and a couple of tnoffensive com- 
mitteemen from the north side as the objects 
of his wrath. 


Loeffler Starts the Trouble. 

‘But at the meeting he repented even of 
this and wanted to drop the whole thing. 
He said the meeting had been called to de- 
cide about club electiona, and there would 
have been nothing again had not William 
Loeffler moved into action. Then the trouble 
started. When he got through Roger Sulll- 
van took up hie usual role of peacemaker and 
the trouble ended. But nobody was expelled 
from the party—not even James Aloysius 
Quinn. 

Neither Loeffler nor Sullivan had any real 
business at the meeting. Both of them care- 
fully kept off the executive committee at the 
recent reorganization, naming proxies in 
their place. Yesterday they took up the 
proxies and attended in person. After some 
routine business had been done Loeffier in- 
nocently inquired: 

“How about this talk about expelling peo- 
ple who have been called traitors to Dunne?’ 

Mr. O’Connell said some fault had been 
found because certain democratic wards had 
not shown as large majorities as had been ex- 
pected, but he did not understand there was 
any idea of taking any action in the matter, 
and then Loeffler made the longest speech 
he was ever suspected of. 


Says Dunne Is No Democrat. 

“If we had nominated and elected a demo- 
crat as mayor/of Chicago two years ago,”’ 
he said, “ Fred A. Busse would not be in the 
city hall today. The democratic candidate 
would have won on April 2 last. 

‘* Instead we put in office a man who could 
pee only William Randolph Hearst of New 
York, the Hearst newspapers, and the street 
ear question. That was as far as his polit- 
ical and mental eyesight went. Can you 
blame democrats for not being enthusiastic 
when he ran again? 

* An honest confession is good for the soul, 
and I am willing to be entirely frank. I will 
acknowledge that if I had spent more money 
and done harder work the Ninth ward prob- 
ably would have made a better showing, but 
there was no special reason why I should. 

‘I voted for Dunne. As far as I know all 
my personal friends did. But we felt when 
we had done that we had done our entire 
duty. Now let’s take a common sense view 
of things.- There is no city election for four 
years. There i@ no county election for a 
year anda half. It is likely that before that 
time the entire complexion of this committee 
will be changed. 


Pleas for Harmony Made. . 
“Tf the new charter is passed—and it looks 
as if it would be—it means a redistricting of 
the wards of Chicago. A new committee 
will have to be elected. Some of us may come 
back and some of us won't. It looks to me 
ae if it would be wiser for you gentlemen to 
‘ook after your own reélection rather than 
talk about throwing other people out. Sup- 
pose you were to throw me out~—what good 
would it do? My ward would simply send 
me back, and you could not help it.”’ 
Chairman O’Connell loked around the 
gathering, but could see no encouragement. 
Then Roger Sullivan made a speech. . The 
gist of it was that it was the duty of the 
committee just now to do all it could to get 
@emocrats back into the party rather than 
Grive any of the survivors out, and that 
ended the incident. , 
It was decided, on Sulivan’s motion, that 
the ward club electiona, which ordinarily 
would be held on May 23, be postponed in- 
defintely. This was because of the fact that 
there is no election for a year and a half, 
and during that time the ward lines probably 
would be changed. A meeting of the full 
committee to ratify this action was called for 
May 2.

Point Out Many Advantages. 


Real estate men said Cook county now has 
a splendid abstract plant since the work of 
rewriting the abstract books has been com- 
pleted, and that a new set of special assess- 
ment indexes has been prepared. They 


as follows: 

It will enable the recorder’ s office to successfully 
compete with private abstract companies. 

It will place the county in competition with the 
Title and Trust company, which at the present 
time practically enjoys a monopoly of the abstract 
business, with the result that prices for abstracts 
will be reduced, to the great benefit of the small 
seller of real estate. 

It will give the public confidence in the abstracts 
issued by the recorder, and, hence, will make them 


marketable. 

The indemnity fund provided will safeguard the 
purchaser of the abstract against any loses resulting 
from clerical errors. Private concerns indemnify 
purchasers for errors. The reason the countyhas 
not obtained more business is said by real estate 
men to be because there was no adequate indemnity 
fund to give confidence in abstracts issued from the 
recorder’s office. 

Big Increase in Work. 

County Recorder Abel Davis, whois greatly 
interested in the passage of the measure, said 
the work in the abstract depantment has in- 
creased 35 per cent in the last year, and that 
a much greater increase and more profitable 
business can be done if the pending bill be- 
comes a law. 

“The bill,”” he said, *‘ changes the size of 

the indemnity fund in Cook county and the 
manner of establishing such a fund. It pro- 
vides that, in counties of the third class, all 
fees collected by the recorders shall be paid 
to the coumty treasurer to create an indem- 
nity fund until such fund shal) reach $500,000, 
when payment to the fund shall thereafter be 
made at the rate of 10 per cent of al! such 
fees collected unti! the sum of $1,000,000 shall 
remaift in the fund ——— 
“It provides that claims for damages may 
be presented to the county board, and that, 
with the consent and approval of the re 
corder, the county board is authorized to 
allow or reject such claims, and that the re- 
jection of any claim shall be no bar to the 
bringing of suit for it. 


Must Use Business Methods. 


“In order that the recorder of Cook county 


bring fair returns on the great amount of 
money which has heretofore been spent by. 
Cook county for the establishment and main- 
tenance of the abstract department, he must 
be given by law the mght to employ. busi- 
ness methods. If an error should occur in 
the making of an abstract whereby any one 
should sustain damages, it is of no practica} 
use to the recorder in his business to be able 
to tell his clients that they have recourse to 
the courte for such damages.

JOLIET CITIZEN MAKES BITTER 
SPEECH AT DINNER. 


Trip of Legislature Committee Down 
Canal Has Climax in Evening at 
Commercial Clab When Col. Fred 
Rennitt Makes Charges of Bribery 
Against Commission—After a Ref- 
erence to Grandfather of President 
MeCormick Latter Leaves Room. 


The trip of the Illinois legislative commit- 
tee down the drainage canal to Joliet yester- 
day reached an interesting climax at night, 
when at a dinner for the legislators and the 
drainage commissioners, given in the rooms 
of the Joliet Commercial club, Col. Fred 
Bennitt made a vicious attack upon the 
board’s methods and impugned the motives 
of one of the pioneers in the movement for 
a sanitary canal. 

President R. R. McCormick of the drain- 
age board had made the trip with the legis- 
lative committee, and was one of the guests 
at the dinner. He listened patiently to 
Col. Bennitt’s insinuation against the meth- 
ods of the board, but when the colonel 
harked back twenty years. to Mr. McCor- 
mick’s grandfather, the late Joseph Medill, 
the president got up and left the room. 
A number of the legislators sought to in- 
duce him to return, but he would not do so. 
That practically ended the dinner. 


Accuses Board of Bribery. 


Col. Bennitt’s savage attack upon the 
drainage board did not specify whether he 
was- referring to the present or a previous 
body, but he said the board had gone to 
Joliet and had bribed witnesses, paying some 
of them as high as $50, and had tried to pack 
juries. 

Having relieved himself of this charge, he 
pointed at Mr. McCormick and, in a sar- 
castic tone intimating insincerity, said that 
‘(when the first legislation wag asked for at 
Springfield Joseph Medill, the grandfather of 
the present president of the drainage board, 
talked with him and with other Joliet citizens 
about the possibilities for a deep waterway 
and the day when vessels from Lake 
Michigan would come to Joliet. Mr. Medifi 
even spoke of having a yacht of his own some 
day to come down the waters of the channel, 
and it was the prospect of both water power 
and a deep waterway that were held out as 
inducements to Joliet to permit the sending 
of Chicago’s sewage through the town.!’ 
His intimation throughout was that Mr. 
Medill had been a party toa “flim-flam ”’ 
upon Joliet. 

McCormick Leaves the Room. 


President McCormick was becoming an- 
grier as Col. Bennitt proceeded with his 
‘‘roast,”” an@ when the speaker made the 
statements reflecting upon his grandfather, 
the former editor of THE TRIBUNE, he 
jumped to his feet and brought his fist down 
on the table with a whack that interrupted 
the speaker. | 

“JT came here as an invited guest, and I 
consider that I have been grossly insulted,” 
shouted Mr. McCormick, and he walked out 
of the room.’ 

“Col. Bennitt is telling the truth; every 
woré of it is the truth,” shouted W,J. Adam, 
one of Joliet’s manufacturers at Mr. McCor- 
mick, as the latter strode by him.

Trip Down the Canal. 


The trip down the canal was undertaken 
by members of the waterways and drainage 
committee of the state senate, before which 
the so-called administration bill for the ex- 
tension. of the canal below Jollet ip now 
pending.

Lockport Dam Inspected. 


The party first was shown the beartrap 
dam at Lockport and then taken in a train 
of work cars to the new power plant, which 
will be openedin July. This is the plant from 
which Chicago already has contracted to take 
7.000 horge power, but which will generate a 
total of 31,000 horse power. 

An inspection was then made of the plant 
operated by the Economy Light and Power 
company at Joliet. The party was taken in 
carriages to Brandon's road, two miles below 
Joliet, to which point the proposed extension 
of the canal will be made. 

The proposed extension of the drainage 
canal, which was recommended by Gov. 
Deneen, will make Joliet an inland harbor 
and not cost the drainage district a cent. 


H. B. WICKERSHAM’S BONDSMAN

Renewal of a former attempt to recover 
property forfeited in 1903, when Herman B. 
Wickersham, at one time president of the 
Marquette club, forfeited his bonds under 
indictments for embezzlement, was made 
yesterday in a suit against Gov.

The suit, in one form or another, has been 
carried through nearly every court in the 
state. Young was the original suretwand 
signed bonds to the amount @f $2,500 for 
Wickersham’'s appearance. Wickersham 
failed to appear. Subsequently the property, 
which had been scheduled as aecurity, was 
purchased for then State’s Attorney Deneen, 
under the regulations by which the state’s at- 
torney may purchase forfeited property in 
lieu of fees. | ‘ 

The Superior, Appellate, and Supreme 
courts have passed on the case, deciding uni- 
formly against the plaintiffs.

PURE FOOD BIEL 
‘COOKED’ IN ELGIN? 


sational Charges Anent . 
Changes in Law. 


BIG FACTORIES RUN FREE 


Great Butter Plants Eseape All 
Inspection, and Renovated 
Product Unmarked. 


> 


Springfield, Ill., April 22.—Speaker Shurt- 
leff late tonight made sensational charges 
connected with the mysterious juggling of 
the pure food bill. . 

The speaker asserts that by agreement be- 
tween Herman Schucknecht, assistant state 
pure food commissioner, and the Elgin board 
of trade, radical changes have been made in 
the original bill in the interest of the big but- 
ter and cheese makers of Elgin. 

Every provision for inspection of cream- 
eries and manufacturing plants is made nuga- 
tory, declares the speaker, while at the same 
time nineteen additional] Inspectors are pro- 
vided with full power to inspect dairy farnis 
and barns of small dealers. 

The speaker charges that all of the sec- 
tion which requires renovated butter to be 
so marked and branded has been stricken out, 
thus throwing renovated butter on the mar- 
ket free from any restriction. 

Speaker Shurtleff declares in conclusion 
that since everything affecting the big Elgin 
butter factories has been strickem from the 
law, the legislature should do as much for 
the farmer. 


Text of His Statement. 


In hig statement Speaker Shurtleff refers 
to the various references to hie connection 
with the pure food bill and says: 

‘This bill has been before the legislature 
the fourth session to my knowledge. I 
have always sent copies to various persons 
interested in dairy subjecte and at each ses- 
sion the dairy sections of the bill have beem 
condemned by all parties with whom I have 
conferred, representing the dairy interests 
and the farmer ae well as the manufacturer, 

**I sent a printed copy of house bill 168 to 
the. Elgin of trade soon after the in- 
troduction of the bill for ite consideration. 
The Elgin board of trade is made up strictly 
of the manufacturers of butter and cheese. 
Under date of March 61 received a communi- 
cation from the secretary of the board in- 
closing five pages of proposed amendments to 
the bill and the printed copy of the bill show- 
ing the changes suggested by the Elgin 
board, all of which changes were agreed 
upon by the committee of the board and the 
assistant pure food commissioner, Mr. 
Herman Schucknecht. . 

‘Tn this communication the Elgin beard of 
trade says: ‘We have given considerable 
time to the subject and have consulted with 
Assistant Commissioner Schucknecht, and 
from the best information we have and from 
experience we believe the changes suggested, 
if enacted into law, will give Illinois the best 
pure food law she has ever had.’ 

“ As to section 2 they say: 

Section 2, defining the powers of the commis- 
sioner, etc., we do not think that, in the interest of 
public health, it is at all necessary that such broad 
powers. be given aa conveyed in this section. There 
is hardly anything that the commissioner or his 
assistant could not do under this paragraph, and 
there is hardly a doubt but what this power would 
be used by the majority of the political appointees. 
It would seem as if the power of inspection cou 
be safely left dependent on examination of the 
goods actually exposed for sale or in the process 
of sale, standards of equality being fixed aw may 
be advisable, than it should follow that the manu- 
facturer would live up to the standard required. 
For manufacturers who have at enormous expense 
and years of experience developed perfection of 
method in the manufacture of certain goods to be 
exposed to the carrying of information from one 
factory to another by inspectors who have the 
power to go into every nook and@ corner of a factory 
is unfair, and, we believe, iMegal. 


Lets Down All the Bars. - 


“ As to section 8, relating to standards of 
food, the committee says: ie 

A number of articles under this head related to 

articles which your committee felt they were not 
competent to act on, and, on going over this sec- 
tion with the assistant commissioner, it was mu- 
tually agreed that lines 7, 8, 9, 10, and 16 to 44, 
inclusive, and 59 to 64, inclusive, could be taken 
out entirely; which was agreed to. 
“I find under this agreement to take out of 
the bill that the Elgin board of trade, inter- 
ested only in the manufacture of butter and 
cheese, in connection with Herman Schuk- 
necht, the assistant state pure food commis- 
sioner, have agreed to take out the sections 
relating to condensed milk and the sweetened 
condensed milk, ice cream, nut and fruit ice 
cream, maple |sugar, maple sirup, honey, 
cloves, black pepper, lemon extract, orange 
¢xtract, vanilla extract, and olive oil, and in 
lines 59 to 64 have stricken out the use of the 
United States pharmacopeeia, and that it or 
any other is not to be used to obtain a defini- 
tion of food stuffs. 

“TI found on receipt of this communication 
that in section 8 the standard for fat {n, 
butter was changed from 82% per cent to 80 
per cent to conform to the demand of the 
Elgin board of trade with the Danish and 
English markets in their sale of butter. 


Inspection Is Nugatory. 


“TI found that section 2, relating to milk 
dealers taking out license and the entire 
regulatiom of milk déalers in every city and 
village, was stricken out,and the power of the 
commissioner to issue licenses was stricken 
out; and, in addition, a great many further 
amendments were made, every one of which 
tended to protect the manufacture of butter 
and cheege, even amending the law as to 
the inapection of creameries and manufac- 
turing plants so as to render the inspection 
nugatory, but leaving in the bil a provision 
for nimeteen additional inspectors and the 
full power to inspect dairy farms and barns 
and condemn the same, and making it a penal 
offense for a farmer to produce and have on 
hand, or take to a factory any unclean, im- 
pure, or adulturated milk. 

“The committee was kind enough to take 
out of this section the requirement that 
the farmer must aerate his milk, because, 
they say, ‘we think this aerated should be 
stricken out, as it -will leave open a ques- 
tion for considerable argument as to what 
aerated means.’ 


Boon for Renovated Butter. 


“TI find further that the board of trade, 
with the commissioner, strike out entirely 
section 44, which requires renovated or pro- 
cess butter to be marked and branded, thus 
throwing entirely renovated and process but- 
ter upon the market free from any restric- 
tion. 

‘‘T find further that the bili 
brought to Springfield, ma a material 
change in the oleomargarine law by adding 
to it the word ‘ natural,’ and only protecting 
from imitation butter in ite natural staie 
or color. 

‘For these reasons and in view of this re- 
port of the Elgin board of trade, I asked the 
committee upon manufactures and Mr. Glade, 
its chairman, that if it s@riously considered 
the passage of the pure food law that all 
legislation that pertaizied to the dairy farmer 
and the milk industry be stricken out, as the 
Elgin board of trade, through the assistant 
pure food commissioner, had agreed upon a 
report that struck out practically evérything 
that affected the manufacture. 

“ Further than this 1 know absolutely noth- 
ing as to the pure food law. It might be per- 
tinent to inquire as to the action of the as- 
sistant state pure food commissioner, Mr. 
Schuknecht, upon what theory he, with the 
Elgin board of trade, acted and struck out 
a page of the bill with reference to sirup, 
honey, cloves, black pepper, lemon extract, 
orange extract, vanilla extract, olive oll, ice 
creams, and the other articles of food.”

Thirteen Alien Conspirators Put on 
Trial at Wilkesbarre, First of Se- 
ries of Prosecutions Planned to Put 
Stop to Lawlessuness Which Long 
Has Existed in Mine a8 one 
Throwing Hundreds of Families 
Into Panic at Fear of Assassination 


.Witkesbarre, Pa., April 22.—[ Special. ]—The 
first of a series of trials was started today by 
which the authorities hope to put an end to 
the reign of the Mafia and Black Hand so- 
cleties, to shield the Italian mineworkers 
from the trébute levied by the agents of these 
societies, and to ‘stop the crimes committed 
in the effort to frighten them into paying. — 
Thirteen cases of shooting with attempt to 
kill, thirteem of conmepiracy, six of dyna- 
miting, and two of robbery by threats and 
menaces are charged against the men who 
are alleged to be the leaders of these secret 
societies.

BREAK BALLOON RECORDS 


TWO MEN TRAVEL AT RATE OF 
85 MILES AN HOUR IN GALE. 


Alan R. Hawley, Broker of New York, 
and Arther TT. Athenbolt, Rich 
Philadeliphian, Attempt Flight 
from Pennsylvania City to New 
York, but Land in Creek Insteaad— 
Only Regret Is Loss of Records, 
Which Were Swept Away in Water. 


New York, April 22.—[ Special. }—Nearly 
12,000 feet high among the clouds and whirl- 
ing through the air at times faster than a 
mile a minute, Alan R. Hawley, a wealthy 
stock broker of 20 Broad street, with Arthur 
T. Athenbolt, a rich Philadelphian, made 
& sensational balloon flight today. 

They started from Philadelphia, intending 
to make & quick. trip to this city. They ran 
into an easterly current of air, which blew 
with hurricane force after passing New 
Brunswick, N. J. The velocity of the wind 
they estimated at eighty-five miles an hour. 
They feared if they remained among the 
clouds they. would be swept far out over 
the Atlantic ocean, and so they decided to 
cut the journey short. 

They traveled many miles, however, before 
they reached the earth;, and then they landed 
in a creek near Matawan, N. J. Both men 
were bumpetl and jostled severely and 
emerged from the creek dripping wet, but 
happy over their escape. Their only regret 
was that the records which they had made 
while in the balloon flying far above the 
earth at a speed greater than the fastest ex- 
press train were lost in the creek. 

Their flight from start to finish lasted 
ninety-three minutes, more than fifteen min- 
utes being spent in maneuvering for a land- 
ing. In a bee line the landing place ig sixty 
miles from the starting point, but it is esti- 
mated that they actually traveled about 
eighty miles, not counting the straight up- 
shoot into the air of a mile at the start and 
other ascents and descents during the 
journey. ’ 

It was the sixth balloon flight for Mr. Haw- 
ley and the second for his companion. They 
used an immense French balloon named 
Initial, owned by A. M. Chandler. The big 
bag holds 35,000 cubic feet of gas. 

Mr. Hawley’s nerves were not the least un- 
strung by his experience,

POLICE SEARCH HALTED, 


Trust Company. Chief Says Pa- 
pers Taken by Clerk Will 
Be Recovered Soon, 


| New York. April 22.~[Special. }—Detectives 
working. in the interest of the Trust Company 
of America, whoge assistant bond clerk, W. 
O. Deugless, absconded on Saturday with 
Chicago, Rock Iskind and Pacific railway 
bonds valued, according to the compny, at 
$0,000, stopped Oliver M. Dennett of the 


Wall street, as he was leaving the Manhattan 
club this morning, and told him he would 
have to-gubmit to a search. The detectives 
went back with. Dennett to his apartments 
in the club, and after an exhaustive search 
they found about $20,000 worth of the migs- 
ing bonds secreted between the mattresses 
on ‘his bed. , 

The detectives had been watching the Man- 
hattanm club all day Sunday. Sundey after- 
noon Oakleigh ‘Thortie, president of the 
Trust Company of America, said that Doug- 
lags, who had n arrested after midnight 
that ‘morning, had told him the name of a 
man.to whom he had given the bonds taken 
from the trust ¢ompany’s office. Thorne 
added that the man in question was being 
watched, and. that he would find it difficult 
to get back to his home in New Jersey. 


Says Bonds Will Be Recovered. 

Tonight Mr: Thorne said he did not care 
either to deny or affirm the fact that part 
of the missing bonds had been found in Den- 
nett’s reoms at the club. To talk about the 
case at the present time might bring a losa 
to his company, he said. 

“I will say this much, however. The 
Trust Company of America has not yet re- 
covered the bonds taken’ from ‘its office by 
Dougiasg, but it confidently expects to do so 
in the near future,"’ said Mr. Thorne. “ The 
company has not lost and will not lose a 
Gollar.. Tomorrow at 1 o'clock Morgan J. 
O’Brien, eounsel for the trust company, will 
give out a statement which, I think, will 
make interesting reading.” 

It was learned today from a reliable source 
that a large part of the bonds, which Doug- 
lass admits in the confession he made to 
Président Thorne that he took from the trust 
company, are now in the hands of other 
brokers besides Dennett. Negotiations for 
the réturn of these bonds to the Trust ‘Com- 
pany of America are under way, ~. 


Police Search Is Halted: 


The police intimated today that all prose- 
cution of further investigation by them inte 
the dealings between Douglass and his agents 
had been called off by representatives of the 
trust company pending the outcome of pri- 
vate negotiations which are under way be- 
tween officers-of the trust concern and law- 
yers representing the brokers who hold the 
stolen bonds. 

Col. Heman Dowd, vice president of the 
trust company, admitted today that the 
amount of Douglass’ defalcation exceeded by 
a considerable amount $60,000 worth of Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific railway bonds 
announced by Mr. Thorne on Sunday as the 
value of the securities stolen from the com- 
pany’s office. 

“An accounting of the total amount of 
securities in the shape of negotiable bonds 
held by the trust company now is being 
made,” said the vice president, “‘and until 
that is completed there could be no definite 
statement of the total defalcation.”’ 

From another officer of the companyit was 
learned that the $50,000 block of bonds taken 
by Douglass Friday afternoon probably rep- 
resented only the last peculation he had made, 


— 
Douglass’ Wife Missing. 

It is reported tonight that Douglass’ wife 
has disappeared and the fear is expressed 
that she has committed suicide. 
When Douglass was arraigned this morning 
in the west side court he looked anxiously 
among the spectators, as if hunting for his 
wife. She was not in the room. A young 
man, who would not give his name, but who 
said he and Douglass and their wives had 
gone to school together in Hast New York, 
came into court much excited. He said 
Mrs. Douglass had not been at her father’s 
home, nor at her own home, nor was she at 
Portland, where she said she was going when 
her husband was arrested. He sent a note 
to Douglass, asking if he knew where his 
wife was, but Douglass could throw fio light 
onthe matter. The friend left the courtroom, 
saying he feared she might have committed 
suicide. 
Douglass gave out a statement today 
which would seem to indicate that he had 
been depending on his employers to finance 
a stock speculation of his own for some 
time. 
“T have been hitting Wall street—that’s 
what was the matter,’’ said Douglass “I 
first started speculating in a small way. 
Gradually I got pulled into it deeper than 
I had expected. In the recent slump on 
Wall street I lost before I realized it. I 
have given the detectives information which 
I think will be favorable to my case.” 


Dennett Cannot Be Found. 
Dennett could not be found either at his 
offices or at his house today. He rents 
two small box offices on the ninth floor of 
the building at 42 Wall street—just big 
enough to accommodate a desk for himself 
and one for his typewriter. 

This afternoon there was a consultation, 
wo it was learned from good authority, be- 
tween Forbes Henneséey, representing Den- 
nett, Robertson Honey, attorney for Doug-

One of those thrilling episodes of the sort 
that fit well in dime novels of ‘‘ The James 
Boys In Missouri’’ type took place in real 
Hfe at ‘the Criminal Court building yesterday 
when @ man r rted to be Guy Van Tassel 
appeared at Judge KerSsten’s court, supposed- 


sen, on trial for the murder of Policeman 
Luke Fitzpatrick at the elevated railroad 
station at Madison avenue and Sixty-third 
street last November. 

Van Tassel, who was the accomplice of 
Hansen, and who has been charged by the 
defense with actually firing the fatal shots, 
has been keeping out of the way of the police 
ever since the. murder. 

Chief Bailiff Ted Steinert heard that a 
spectacular scheme to snatch away Hansen 
before the eyes of judge and jury and carry 
him to a place of safety had veem hatched by 
Hansen's friends. Therefore he ordered hie 
subordinates to. keep exceedingly stric¢ 
guard over Hansen and not to permit sus- 
picious characters in the courtroom. 


Two Suspects Are Chased. 

Shortly before noon two men appeared at 

the door. One was permitted to pass in, but 
a bailiff questioned the other man, who said 
he was ‘‘ in business on the north side.”” One 
bailiff thought the man resembled Van Tas- 
sel, and hurried into the courtroom toinform 
Policeman Birch, who knows Van Tassel, and 
who was. wounded in the battle In which 
Fitzpatrick was kiled.

Lieut. Collins of the Irving Park station, 


the inquest yesterday, told of an interview he 

had-with Mrs. Sladek. 

‘* She eried a good deal while talking to 
me,’ said Lieut. Colins, *‘ bemoaning the fact 
that she had been blamed for the death of 
her parents. But she said she could shed 
some light on the matter, and she sobbed 
again becauge, she said, it affected her own 
brother. 

Box in Brother’s Coat. 

‘* Om the morning the Bohemian fruit cake, 
which caused the deaths of her parents, was 
baked, she seid she heard her father and 
mother having a quarre! over money matters. 
Her father was demanding 10 cents and her 
mother finally eaid she would get it from 
Joe's cont.”’

CLINGS 00 HERD HER TBAD SON 


AGED MRS. KANE XANE REFUSES TO BE.-. 
LIEVE LIFE EXTINCT. ; 
Neighbor Gives Space in Cemetery Lot 
and an Undertaker Donates 
Cofin—Man a Fermer Garbage 
Driver for City, the Victim of Tu- 
bercdlesis—Family Once Well to 
Deo, but Has Gradaalliy Sunk to Ab- 
ject Poverty. 


All day yesterday, in a dingy little back 
room at 4550 Wallace street, Mr. Katherine 
Kane, 80 years of age, sat at the bedside of 
her dead son, resisting any efforts the police 
and neighbors made to take the body to a 
cemetery. 

“He ts the only one in the world I had— 
surely he is not dead,” the aged woman ap- 
pealed. 

Because: of the peculiar actions of the 
woman, who declared that her son, John 
Kane, 38 years old, a teamster, Was not dead, 
a coroner's inquest was led, in the after- 
noon. Partly responsible for thisaction was 
the fact that no physician had made out a 
death certificate. Because of dire poverty, 
the man had died Without the care of a 
doctor. 

“We have no money, and I couldn't get a 
doctor to come to the house,’’ said the grief 
stricken woman. “ When John was brought 
home from Dunning a week ago they told me 
there was no use doctoring him longer, as he 
would die anyliiow. But I told them that I 
could nurse him back’‘to health. Only yes- 
terday he told me that he was feeling better. 
Surely he is not dead.” 


Verdict of Death by Tuberculosis. 


The inquest was held at the undertaking 
rooms of Thomas McInerney & Son, 4601. 
Wallace street, by Deputy Coroner “Herr- 
mann. After the jurors had examined the 
body in the presence of the mother, they re- 
paired to the undertaking rooms. Coroner's 
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dead from pulmonary. tuberculosis, and a 
verdict to that effect was returned by the 
jury. 

Sunday evening, in behalf of the. mother, 
George Gunhouse, a widower who with two 
children occupies rooms adjoining the one in 
which Mra. Kane lives, reported the death 
to the police. He asked them to postpone 
the burial long enough for him to collect 
money to give the body a decent burial. 
After Mr. Gunhouse had offered a grave in 
his lot at Mount Olivet, Mr. McInerney, the 
undertaker, offered to give the coffin and 
carry the body to the railway station with- 
out charge. 

‘*T am a poor man, or I would buy a lot 
for Mrs. Kane,” ‘said Gunhouse, who is a 
tearmster. ‘‘ The. best I could do is to give 
up the spot In which I expect to be buried 
myself, beside my wife, and I did that. I 
don't expect to die for awhile yet, and'maybe 
I can save enough ahead to buy another iot 
for Mrs. Kane and her son. The old woman 
isn’t long for this world, but since my wife 
died she has been kind to me and my chil- 
dren, and Il am only glad to help her, even if 
I am poor.”’

WIFE OF DENTIST. 
COMMITS SUICIDE 


Mrs. Clara Wiedhofft Driven 
by It! Health to End Her 
Life by Shooting. 
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BODY FOUND BY HUSBAND 


He Is in Dark Room with Corpse 
Five Minutes Before He 
Discovers It. 


Mrs. Clara Wiedhofft, 82 years old, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting yesterday in her 
residence, 23 Airdrie place. She was the 
wife of Dr. George W. Wiedhofft, president 
of the Chicago Dental Laboratory, 6 Ran- 
dolph street. Ill health Is said to have 
been the cause. 

Mrs. Annie Vary, wife of Dr. William H. 
Vary, who lives in the house next to Dr. 
Wiedhofft's, heard a shot at 12:30 o'clock. 
The sound was muffled, and Mre. Vary 
thought it was in another part of the neigh- 
borhood. An hour later she knocked on 
the rear door of the Wiedhofft house, but 
received no response. 

Mrs. Wiedhofft tolc\ her husband when he 
left in the morning that she would call: him 
up on the telephone at noon. She failed to 
do so, and the dentist went home at 6 o'clock, 
earlier than usual. 

Dr. Wiedhofft said he was forced to break 
the lock on the door before he could enter 
the flat. The Blinds had been drawn, and the 
door of his wife’s room was closed. As he 
stepped into the room Dr. Weidhofft was un- 
able at first to see his wife's body because 
of the darkness. 

‘I did not know my wife had shot herself 
until I saw the revolver insher hand, almos: 
five minute# after I had entered the room,’ 
he said.

POLICE PROTECTION OF VICE. 

One of the speakers at Sunday’s meet- 
ing of the Law and Order league said that 
the probing of the police department ought 
not to stop with campaign assessments 
and other political activities. It should be 
extended to the intimate alliance between 
vice and orime and the police force, which 
is alleged to have existed for years. Now 
is the time to disprove or confirm the 
statements to that effect made in the 
article on “ The City of Chicago” in the 
last number of McClure’s magazine. 

The writer of the article deals particu- 
larly with conditions as he says they 
exist in the First and HDighteenth wards. 
He asserts that for years the “ traders in 
dissipation’ have been able to make ex- 
cellent terms with the city administration 
through the ward bosses. They have 
made those terms even under decent 
mayors and have been able to make them 
because the bosses of the two wards can 
give or withhold a majority of 7,500 votes 
for the democratic party. The bosses 
picked out the police officials that suited 
them and until the Municipal court was 
created designated the police justices in 
their wards. 

The ability of the ward bosses to return 
majorities sufficient to make an evenly 
balanced city democratic grew out of the 
fact that their wards are the favorite re- 
sorts, especially prior to election time, of 
the criminals, the half criminals, and the 
quarter criminals. They give their votes 
to the bosses for a little money and are 
not interfered with by police officials who 
‘are under the control of the bosses. There 
are in the center of the city of Chicago, 
says McClure’s, “‘ two small cities of sav- 
ages—self-regulated and self-protecting.”

For this reason the govern- 
ment now has on deposit in national banks 
the enormous sum of $175,000,000, approx!i- 
mately. This is still the property of the gov- 
ernment and is part ofits cash balance, but it 
is not removed from ordinary channels of 
trade and is part of the money actually in 
circulation and doing its part in promoting 
general prosperity.
